ANOTHER  MlLLfON  GONE. 

FURTHER  ADDITION  To  THH  ENORMOL'S  I.OS- 

SES  OFTHK  PUBLIC   IN  HRAZIl.IAN  llONDS, 

The  article  published  in  The  Financial 
Nfzvs  of  last  week,  showing  that  the  total  los- 
ses of  the  British  public  in  Brazili:ui  bonds 
during  the  last  twenty  years  have  been  over 
,€  I3,ooo,o;)0,  has  "  aroused  a  considerable 
aninnnt  of  attention.  The  fact  of  the  loss  was 
well  kiiown  to  the  group  which  is  engaged  in 
the  preliminary  operations  for  the  rearrange- 
ment of  the  Brazilian  debt  and  the  pocketing 
of  a  large  commission  ;  but  the  aiinouncenient 
in  all  its  nakedness  fell  like  a  bomljsliell 
anioilfr  them. 

Several  correspondents  have  since  pointed 
out  to  us  that  our  total  of  £  i3.ooo,fXK)  is  neces- 
sarily incomplete,  because  it  does  not  include 
the  losses  on  bonds  redeemed  by  the  Brazili,i!i 
government  below  their  issue  price.  This  is 
true,  find  we  called  attention  to  the  fact  when 
originally  publishing  the  figures.  It  i.s  impus- 
sible,  without  access  to  the  books  at  New- 
court,  to  state  exactly  what  this  adiiilional 
loss  amounts  to ;  but  in  the  tables  b-jlow  an 
attempt  has  been  made  to  work  it  out.  We 
have  taken  the  amount  of  stock  redeemed  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  considered  it  as  having  been 
re(leemed  at  the  average  quotation  of  that 
year,  such  average  quotation,  for  the  purpose 
of  the  calcualtion,  being  taken  as  the  price 
half-way  between  the  highest  and  lowest 
cjuotations  reconh'd  in  the  twelve  months.

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The  recent  fluctuations  in  exchange, 
the  arrested  tendency  toward  higher 
rates,  and  the  continued  wcaknesfi  of 
the  market,  are  causing  dissatisfaction 
among  those  who  expected  to  see  tlie 
rate  go  steadily  upward  after  the  set- 
tlement of  the  recent  negotiation  in 
London.  It  may  be  that  we  are  not 
yet  in  possession  of  all  tlie  particulars 
of  that  negotiation,  and  that  the  accord 
is  really  not  .so  favorable  as  we  ha\'e 
been  led  to  believe.  But,  in  our  opinion, 
tlie  steady  and  permanent  ini])rovenienl 
in  our  financial  position  depends  upon 
other  factors  than  the  suspension  of 
cash  interest  payments.  If  the  situation 
is  not  improved,  the  position  of  the 
treasury  will  be  much  worse  three 
years  hence  than  it  is  now,  and  it  is  this 
very  contingency  which  is  attracting 
attention.  All  the  important  ftnanciiil 
journals  have  emphasized  this,  and  have 
warned  Brazil  that  tlie  mcratorium  will 
avail  nothing  if  the  government  does 
not  at  once  put  its  affairs  in  order. 
And  it  is  the  failure  of  congress  and  the 
executive  to  initiate  measures  in  this 
direction  which  is  undermining  con- 
fidence. We  are  aware  tliat  reforms 
can  not  be  effected  in  a  day,  but  the 
beginning  can  surely  be  made-  In  a 
purely  business  sense,  the  lack  of  pri- 
vate bills  in  the  market  and  a  tendency 
to  remit  freely  at  pre^ent  rates  ni^y  Ije 
the  immediate  influei  c?  in  checking  a 
rise,  but  behind  it  all  lies  this  disturb- 
ing lack  of  confidence.  C  u'd  business 
men  and  investors  be  assui'ed  of  the 
certainty  of  innnediate  retrenchments 
and  reforms,  there  would  be  a  check  to 
no  .small  part  of  the.se  renntttnccs.  and 
capital  would  soon  begin  to  flow  into 
the  country.  There  are  h.indreds  of 
good  opportunities  here  tor  industrj- 
and  connuercial  enterprise,  but  no  one 
cares  to  invest  until  the  financial  situa- 
tion is  sound.  We  have  favorc:i  the 
accord  in  London  simply  l).^canse  it 
gives  the  government  a  chance  to  im- 
prove its  finances,  and  for  no  other 
reason  ;  if  now  this  improvement  is  not 
made  we  sball  be  compelled  to  feel  that 
every  concession  made  is  a  waste  of 
effort  and  good  will. 


After  continuous  labor  for  forty 
days  and  —  we  were  about  to  say  "forty 
nights."  but  no  one  would  believe  it  — 
the  national  congress  has  completed  its 
count  of  the  votes  cast  in  the  last  presi- 
dential election,  and  formally  declared 
Manuel  Ferraz  de  Campos  Salles  and 
Francisco  de  Assis  Roza  e  Silva  elected 
President  and  Vice  President  of  Brazil 
for  the  next  four  years,  1S98  to  1902.  It 
may  perhaps  add  something  to  the  dig- 


nity and  impressiveness  of  the  event  to 
de\'ote  so  long  a  period  to  the  work  of 
counting   the  votes,    but  in  view  of  the 

critical  state  of  the  national  treasury 
we  are  compelled  to  characterize  it  as 
an  inexcusable  waste  of  lime  and  money. 
If  the  foreign  bondholder  is  expected  to 
make  concessions  on  account  of  the 
Impoverished  condition  of  tlie  national 
tre:isury,  then  surely  the  Brazilan  con- 
gress itself  slionld  set  an  e<:[ually  good 
ex  unplc  of  self-sacriflce.  To  have  de- 
vo;ed  forty  days  to  the  purely  clerical 
task  of  counting  votes,  is  to  make  us 
doubt  the  sincerity  of  Brazilians  when 
they  talk  of  rctrenclimcnt  and  reforiu. 
If  congress  is  unable  Lo  carry  out  the 
lirogramme,  tlien  who  will  ?  One  half 
h,' statutory  session  is  now  o-\'er,  and 
absohUely  nothing  has  been  done  on  the 
budget  l)ills,  nor  on  measures  of  urgent 
general  importance.  It  is  now  certain 
that  expensive  prorogations  will  be 
needed  to  complete  the  ordinary  work 
of  the  session,  and  as  for  the  other  work, 
it  will  go  undone.  Tliis  siu'ely  is  no  im- 
provement on  the  legislative  incompe- 
tence of  the  monarchy  ;  on  the  contrary 
it  shows  nothing  but  decadence.  In 
coiiimon  with  all  foreigners  and  serious- ' 
minded  Brazilians,  we  are  anxious  to  sec 
congi\'Ss  vigorousl)'  grappling  with  the 
liiKiiiciiil  and  economical  pioblems  of  tlie 
ila\'.  \\'c  wish  to  see  commerce  and 
industry  freed  from  the  Jincubus  of  a 
vicious  monetary  system,  we  wish  to  see 
the  hundred  and  one  restrictions  to 
trade  made  illegal,  and  we  wish  to  see 
better  systems  of  transportation,  laud 
division  and  sale,  and  immigration,  so 
that  the  country  can  have  better  oppor- 
tunities forhealthy  development,  There 
is  plenty  to  do  in  the  way  of  legislation, 
and  the  countr\'  is  wailing  lo  have  it 
done.

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AccoRDiNt;  to  telegrams  received 
yesterday  a  revolution  has  l^roken  out 
in  Montevideo  and  fighting  had  occurred 
in  the  streets  during  the  day.  It  is 
said  that  a  regiment  of  ligiit  artillery 
liad  initiated  the  revolt,  and  that  various 
bodies  of  regulars  and  citizens  had 
joined  the  movement.  General  Hsteban 
is  credited  with  the  doubtful  honor  of 
being  the  revolutionary  chief,  though 
several  other  generals  are  mentioned  in 
connection  with  the  movement,  which 
apparently  originates  among  the  «colo- 
rados"  and  is  designed  to  overthrow 
Cuestas.  Owing  to  the  contradictory 
character  of  the  telegrain.s,  some  rep- 
resenting the  revolutionists  as  holding 
commanding  positions  and  moving  into 
tlie  city,  while  others  announce  the  ; 
suppression  of  tbe  revolt,  we  can  not 
give  truslworthy  particulars.  The  tele- 
graph lias  been  placed  under  the  super- 
vision of  inspectors,  and  matrial  law 
lias  been  declared.  It  would  appear 
that  tlie  revolt  was  a  complete  surprise 
to  the  government,  which  finds  itself 
dependent  upon  some  battalions  of  in- 
fantry, possildy  the  4II1  artillery,  some 
detachments  in  the  country,  the  police, 
firemen  and  national  guard.  From  the 
telegrams  received  the  revolutionists 
appear  to  have  bad  the  government  at  a 
very  .'-:erious  disadvantage, and  should  the 
reported  submission  of  the  insm-gent 
battalions  be  a  canard,  the  revolt  is  like- 
ly to  be  successful.  This  in  our  opinion 
would  seal  the  fate  of  Uruguay  for  many 
years  to  come.  It  means  a  return  to 
power  of  the  corrupt  Hcrrera  elements, 
who  will  soon  reduce  that  unfortunate 
country  to  the  position  of  a  hopelessly 
discredited  bankrupt.  It  may  be  that 
Cuestas  is  not  the  best  of  rulers,  but  lie 
has  thus  far  shown  a  disposition  to 
govern  lionestly  and  to  reduce  expen- 
ditures. And  it  is  just  this  dispositicn 
which  has  brought  upon  him  the  resent- 
ment of  the  military  parasites  who  have 
for  many  years  been  living  upon  the 
life-blood  of  Uruguay.

Diimoiil  Coffee  Company,  Limited.—  We 
have  at  times  alluded  to  the  seven-and-a-half 
per  cent  cumulative  prefetence  shares  and  the 
five-aiid-a-half  per  cent  first  mortgage  deben- 
tures of  this  company,  the  former  being,  in  the 
present  state  of  Ihe  cofTee  trade,  a  speculative 
investment.  The  history  of  the  concern  has 
been  asoniewhat  chequered  one.  During  1S95, 
according  to  the  prospectus  issued  nearly  two 
years  ago,  the  profits  were  £127,15,^,  In' 1K96 
they  fell  off  to  ±92,605,  and  in  1897,  according  to 
the  report  just  issued,  they  only  amounted  to 
£54,425.  This  is  a  very  serions  decline,  due 
mainly  to  the  fall  in  the  price  of  coITee,  which 
touched  26s.  per  cwt,  during  1897,  after  having 
averaged  as  high  as  75s.  in  TIS95.

bable at  present  that  any  return  to  the  old 
figures  will  take  place.  The  £10  preference 
shares,  entitled  to  7  1/2  percent,  are  now  quot- 
ed at  5  3/4,  giving  a  net  yield  of  a  little  over  13 
per  cent.  They  are  worth  attention  as  a  specu- 
lative purchase,  but  it  should  be  clearly  realis- 
ed that  their  present  margin  of  security  is 
small.

The  creation  of  this  bank  is  due  to  the  initiative 
of  the  I'aii  American  Congress  of  1890,  which 
recommendi-d  the  idea  as  the  beat  means  of 
foiiieiuiiigcoimnerce  between  North  and  South 
America,  The  new  institution  is  to  be  under 
the  supervi-sion  of  the  .■American  governuieiit, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  open  branches  in  all 
American  conntries.
